CODE IN NEW 
ORDINANCE 


"It shall be unlawful for any person 
lo llBht, ignite or burn any rubbish, 
refuse, brush pile or bonfire north of 
Hrand View avenue in the City of 
Sierra Madre except between the hours 
of e a. rn. and 9 a. m., and in any 
oHier part of the city except between 
Hie hours of 7 a. ni, and 7 p. m. 

"It shall he unlawful to burn off any 
lot within said city wilhoul a permit 
from the fire niarstial.” 

These restrictions coveriiiB the burn- 
InB of brush or trash and the burning; 
off of lots were adopted by the city 
tiUMt€*ea at their .session last evening, 
as II pari of Ordinance No. 20U, known 
as Ihe new fire iirdlnanee. They are 
not much dilTcreiit from the old re¬ 
strictions but all fire regulations are 
now incorporated in one ordinance In¬ 
stead of heinB .scattered Hiroiighout the 
ordiiianee hook in various ordinances 
and amendments. 

Itestrietiims are made more strin¬ 
gent Miirlh of Orand A'lew avenue he- 
ciuise of the proximity of the moun- 
laiiiH null the danger of (ire spreading 
Ihere. Rubbish hurning i.s restricted to 
the morning hours in that section be¬ 
cause there Is then the least danger 
from winds hlowlng toward the moun¬ 
tains.

The ordinance creates the offlee of 
fire marshal, to he held by the city 
marshal without additional pay. He 
Is virtually a tire in.s|ieotor, his par¬ 
ticular diities being the enforcement of 
Ihe terms of the ordinance. Certain 
requlreinents are laid down for fire 
protection in botels, apartments, lodg¬ 
ing bouses and places of public as¬ 
sembly, a certain amount of fire fight¬ 
ing apparatus is required. The ordl- 
iiunce will III* puhlishcd in full in next 
week's .N'ews ami should be studied.
